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Cornhuskers Bracing For What Could Be

Nebraska's Cornhuskers are braced for what could be the 


biggest test they've faced this season when they go against that 
"other" team from Oklahoma - the Oklahoma State Cowboys - 
at 1:30 p.m. Saturday in Memorial Stadium. 


A homecoming crowd in excess of 76,000 will watch as the 


two teams try to avoid roller-coaster act which has been promi- 
nent in a season of upsets among Big Eight Conference teams. 


Nebraska has been more up-and-down than the Cowboys in 


posting a 4-2 season record. The Huskers' latest outing was an 
"up" which produced a 564 victory over Kansas last Saturday. 


Oklahoma State, on the other hand, is 3-2, having lost on 


successive Saturdays to Baylor and Texas Tech after opening with 
impressive victories over Wichita State and Arkansas. 


Last week's game was an "up" as the Cowboys moved to es- 


tablish themselves as championship contenders by mauling 
Missouri, 31-7, just one week after the Tigers surprised Nebraska, 
2MO.

Oddsmakers have made the Cornhuskers 17-point favorites, 


but Coach Tom Osborne insists the teams are "dead even." 


"Oklahoma State is the best, and the most physical, team 


we've played," Osborne said. "We're going to have to have a 
tremendous squad effort Saturday. This cycle business of up one 
week, down the next worries me. I hope the team will rise to the 
occasion."

nation, yielding an average of only 90.7 yards a game. In total 
defense, the Huskers also are second nationally with a yield of 
just 186.3 yards a game. 


The Cowboys have an outstanding kicking game with defen- 


ding Big Eight punting champion Cliff Parsley and place-kicker 
Abby Daigle, who has kicked 17 consecutive extra points and six 
field goals. 


"I was a three-step kicker when I first came down here," 


Parsley recalled during pre-season practice. "I went to the two- 
step last year in the Nebraska game. They were coming so hard I 
had to." He's averaging 41.6 yards on 25 punts this season. 


The Cowboys and Huskers battled to a 17-17 tie last year in 


Stillwater to make the series record 11-2-1 in favor of the Huskers.

Judge Williams wrote: "Of course, had 


the inmate never been convicted of felony 
and were he not a dangerous offender 
against society, there would be no reason" 
why he couldn't have as many girl friends 
as he is able to attract 


"But the tragic truth is that the inmate 


is a felon and a dangerous man, so we are 
not required to provide him with limitless 
access to the many beautiful and attrac- 
tive females..." 


"From the evidence the court finds 


that the Nebraska complex management 
is' constantly trying to upgrade the prison 
to accomplish the ends for which it is 
maintained ... It recognizes that 
maintenance of a prison necessitates con- 
finement and a restriction on the visita- 
tion rights of inmates .. 


"At the same time the state is permit- 


ting visitation. It is doing so under un- 
iform rules that the court finds are 
reasonable... (and) enforced in a 
reasonable manner."

Middlemen Take More 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


retail cost of a theoretical 
household's yearly supply of 
farm-produced groceries jumped 
another $25 in September to a 
record rate of $1,776, the 
Agriculture Department said 
Friday. 


All of the increase from 


August to September was at- 
tributed to a larger share of the 
consumer food dollar taken by 
middlemen who process and sell 
food at wholesale and retail. The 
fanner's share was reported 
down. 


According to the figures, com- 


piled by USDA at the request of 
reporters, the market basket's 
retail cost since September of 
last year has gone up $147 on an 
annual basis. 


Officials said the retail food 


price increase last month was 
due mostly to boosts for poultry, 
eggs, fats and oils, and pork. 
Prices of beef and fruits and 
vegetables, 
particularly 


potatoes, declined. 


In a related development, 


Agriculture Secretary Earl L. 
Butz announced a two-day 
public inquiry next week into 
food costs, including 'the 
middleman share of what con- 
sumers spend on groceries. 


Butz said the meeting, set for 


next Thursday and Friday, was 
called at the request of Presi- 
dent Ford and will be jointly 
sponsored by the President's 
Council on Wage and Price 
Stability. 
"The purpose of the meeting is 
to point up ways to lower costs, 
improve efficiency and thus 
reduce food handling margins 
between farms and consumers," 
Butz said in a statement. 


The USDA market basket 


figures showed the $25 increase 
in September, a 1.4 per cent 
boost, matched the increase in 
August Those back-to-back in- 
creases were the sharpest Jn any 
one month since the annual {ate 
jumped $52 or 3.2 per cent fast 
February.

The market basket includes 65 


retail items and theoretically 
provides enough food to supply a 
household of 3 2 persons for an 
entire year Only U.S farm- 
produced food, however, is used 
to determine the cost indicator. 


The market basket rate of $1,- 


776 included a farm share of $723 
in September, down one per cent 
or $8 .from August. The 
middleman share was a record 
$1,053 last month, up 3.2 per 
cent or $33 from August 


The $147 increase since 


September of last year includes a 
drop of $35 in the farm share and 
an increase of $182 in the portion 
for middlemen. The farmer's 
share was reported down 4.6 per 
cent from September 1973 while 
the middleman portion — also 
called a marketing spread — 
rose 21 per cent. 


An official report issued with 


the figures said fanners received 
sharply less money for meat 
animals and fresh vegetables 
during the last month while they 
got more for poultry and eggs 


— The government reported 


that a sharp drop in the nation's 
appetite for imported food, oil 
and cars trimmed the U.S. trade 
balance during Septempber to 
its smallest deficit in five 
months. The Commerce Depart- 
ment said total imports plunged 
by 103 per cent during the 
month while exports were down 
only 1 per cent. That left the 
trade ledgers with a $233 million 
deficit in September, the 
smallest since April, when the 
trade account showed a $92.8 
million surplus. 


Another report showed the 


nation's balance of payments, 
excluding military sales, suf- 
fered a record $2.6-billion deficit 
for July through September. The 
highest previous quarterly out- 
flow of U.S. money on that basis 
was $1.8 billion in the first 
quarter of 1972. 


Continued migration of dollars 


overseas can result in erosion of 
the dollar's value and thus lead 
to higher relative prices for im- 


ported goods in the United 
States. 


— President Ford was handed 


a shopping list of potential 
budget cuts. A spokesman said it 
will bring him face to face, after 
the election, with "the toughest 
series of decisions he has had to 
make." Ford received from all 
departments and agencies a list 
of marginal programs that are 
candidates for elimination or 
paring as the President tries to 
hold this year's federal spending 
below $300 billion. 


— Negotiators-in the 


nationwide coal talks agreed that 
prospects have improved for 
avoiding a strike next month. 
They said a number of key con- 
tract issues have been resolved

beneath the back seat of a car 
owned by Robert Lembke of ru- 
ral Dunlap. 


Lembke and his family have 


been driving the car for nearly 
three years, not knowing that the 
marijuana was stashed beneath 
the back seat. 


The Lembke's bought the car 


from a Rapid City, S.D., dealer 
in December, 1971. The dealer 
had purchased the car at an auc- 
tion in Omaha only weeks 
before. 


"We noticed that the back seat 


didn't seem to fit properly, but it 
was not a great bother, Lembke 
said. He said his children 
enjoyed the extra lift because it

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Kissinger Hands Brezhnev Proposals On Limiting N*Arms 


MOSCOW (AP) - Secretary of State 


Henry A. Kissinger delivered concrete 
proposals on limiting nuclear weapons to 
Soviet leader Leonid I. Brezhnev on Friday 
and. both sides said the "detailed con- 
sideration" given them was "useful." 


Brezhnev met with Kissinger again in the 


evening for another session, and both the 
Soviets and the Americans said the talks 


. could lead to further limitation of strategic 
arms. 


The statement said the discussions would 


continue in what was seen as an attempt to 
break a negotiating logjam on a new 10- 
year treaty. 


U.S. sources described the atmosphere in 


the Kremlin meeting as "very friendly and 
very cordial," but there was no official 
word from either side on whether 
Kissinger is making progress toward an un- 
derstanding on guidelines. 


With the Soviets -eager to assess Presi- 


dent Ford firsthand, Kissinger hopes there 


is enough incentive to achieve the "concep- 
tual break-through" that eluded him last 
March in Moscow and again at the summer 
summit here with former President 
Richard M. Nixon. 


Ford and Brezhnev would ratify the 


guidelines, probably in Vladisvostok 
around Thanksgiving, and instruct arms 
negotiators in Geneva to produce a treaty 
limiting missiles, launchers, warheads and 
bombers by the end of 1975. 


The current interim U.S.-Sovtet 


ment expires in 1977 and both sides are put- 
ting the finishing touches on new 
generations of sophisticated weapons. 


Kissinger spent two hours and 20 


minutes with Brezhnev in their third ses- 
sion. The two men were assisted by arms 
specialist anduntelligence experts. . 


U.S. 
officials suggested privately that 


Brezhnev and his Politburo colleagues 
were reluctant to reach an agreement 
during Nixon's last months because they 


were uncertain it would be supported by 
the succeeding administration. Ford's 
public endorsements of Kissinger are in- 
tended both to shore up the secretary's 
authority and to signal the Soviets of 
Ford's intention. 


In a toast Thursday, Kissinger assured 


the Russians that the U.S. commitment to 
detente and permanent peace "will .be 
fostered with great energy by our ad- 
ministration." 


Brezhnev instructed Foreign Minister 


Andrei A. Gromyko to sty be was en- 
couraged by the "frank discussions" with 
Kissinger. 


Maintaining a businesslike atmosphere, 


Brezhnev again barred newsmen and 
photographers from recording his meeting 
with Kissinger. Customarily- they are 
ushered in for a few minutes while the two 
men try their hand at amiable horseplay in 
order to demonstrate how well they are 
getting along. This has not been the case on 
this visit. 


Arab Summit 
In Big Trouble

' Palestinian people," under the 
leadership of the PLO. 


Palestinian spokesmen said 


the vote was 19-1, with only Jor- 
dan, objecting.

" (lair's representative hinted 
there were some abstentions. 


The West Bank has been under 


Israel's control since 1967. Israel 
refuses to negotiate with the 
PLO and says only Hussein is a 
valid negotiator on the issue. 


Secretary of State Henry A. 


Kissinger told moderate Arab 
leaders during his recent Middle 
East swing .that summit endorse- 
ment of the.Palestinians would 
kill any chances of regaining the 
West Bank." 


Reliable informants said the 


secretary urged the Palestinian 
issue be bypassed until a later 
stage. Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat and Saudi Arabia's 
King Feisal were said to have 
agreed? 


But a Palestinian spokesman 


maintained that Egypt, Saudi 


Arabia and other moderate 
countries approved the 
recommendation Friday. 


Jordan's ambassador to 


Morocco implied that if the sum- 
mit approves the recommenda- 
tion, Jordan will stay out of any 
new war with Israel that might 
ensue. "Such a decision will 
weaken Jordan's ability to 
fight," said Ambassador 
Hashem Abou Amara. 


The Arab kings and presidents 


who start their .summit meeting 
Saturday thus were faced with a 
major confrontaion within their 
ranks even before their con- 
ference began. 


A highly placed Palestinian 


source said he expected Jordan 
to continue efforts to overturn 
the proposal when the Arab 
leaders meet. He hinted some 
major Arab countries which 
voted for the recommendation 
might change their stand. 


Abou Amara said Jordan had 


no intention of withdrawing 
from the summit "because Jor- 
dan is always positive," but 
other sources said Hussein could 
pull out of the conference if 
things went against him. 


Jordanian sources said Hus- 


sein in recent years has 
developed his phosphate and 
copper industries and could look 
forward to a multimillion dollar 
income from these raw 
materials. The deposits are 
located in the East Bank. 


The implication was that Hus- 


sein no longer needed the West 
Bank to survive economicaly and 
could afford to wash his hands of 
the whole Middle East crisis.

Prototype 67 Rolls Out Today 


Washington (UPI) - The prototype 


supersonic Bl bomber — defended by the 
Air Force as crucial to U.S. defense 
beyond the 1980s, but attacked by critics 
as overly costly and already obsolescent 
— rolls out of its hangar in Palmdale, 
Calif., Saturday. 


If the sleek Bl flunks its flight tests, 


scheduled to start next month, it will 
become a museum piece like the once- 
vaunted B70 Valkrie supersonic bomber 
that never went into production or the 
'retired six-engine B36, the biggest 
military plane ever built. 


But even if the flight tests go well, the 


swing-wing Bl faces hot opposition from 
critics in Congress and elsewhere who 
want to kill the projected fleet of 244 Bis 
because they feel: 


—It is the most expensive weapon 


system in history, with costs for each 
plane now at $76 million. 


—It may be obsolete before it goes into 


full production and, whatever its merits 
as an individual plane, manned bombers 
are obsolete as strategic weapons in the 
age of long-range missiles. 


—It will provide "windfall" profits for 


the military-industrial complex. 


But Pentagon officials argue that the 


Bl is essential because: 


—There is an urgent need for a replace- 


ment for the aging fleet of B52s built in 
1962 and before. In addition, the Bl 
would replace the newer FB111 super- 
sonic bomber. 


—Manned bombers are still essential in 


the U.S. "triad" strategic deterrence 
system — the other two parts being land- 
based and sea-based missiles — and will 


remain so for some time because they 
add the flexibility of decisions made by 
men in the cockpit. 


—The Soviet Union is building a new 


strategic bomber. 


The Bl—a four-jet, four-man craft — is 


about the size of a Boeing 707 airliner. It 
is smaller than the B52 it is designed to 
replace but will carry four tinies the 
bomb load. 


It has movable wings built to swing out 


wide for subsonic flight at low altitudes, 
providing the ability to avoid radar and 
penetrate antiaircraft defenses, or to tuck 
in close against its body for high altitude 
getaway flights at twice the speed of 
sound. 


The Bl will -carry the most 


sophisticated electronic gear known and 
may even one day use laser ray guns to 
vaporize enemy planes and missiles.

Washington - The Air Force, 


in a step toward development of 
a mobile strategic missile, has 
successfully test-fired for the 
first time an intercontinental 
ballistic missile dropped from an 
airplane, the Defense Depart- 
ment announced Friday. 


A Minuteman I missile, which 


is normally launched from an 
underground silo, was fired 
briefly Thursday after being 
dropped by a C5 A transport 
flying at 20,000 feet over the 
Pacific Ocean off the Southern 
California coast. 


The 78,000-pound missile, 


mounted on a carriage, was 
pulled by drogue parachutes out 
of the rear door of the huge 
transport. Held upright by 
parachutes, the missile fell to 8,- 
000 feet before its engines were 
ignited. The engines burned for 
10 seconds, carrying the missile 
to 20,000 feet, before they were 
turned off, letting the missile fall 
into the ocean. 


A Pentagon spokesman said 


the test was considered 
successful. With its carriage, the 
missile weighted 86,000 pounds, 
the largest .object ever dropped 
from an airplane. One of the pur- 
poses of the test was to study the' 
stability of a plane when it drops 
such a heavy object^ 


The test was part of a poten- 


tially revolutionary "concept 
being pursued by the Air Force 
to develop a-mobile ICBM that 
could be launched from an air- 
plane, from trucks or railroad 
cars on the ground, or from un- 
derground silos. 


The concept springs partly 


from a concern that the present 
generation of fixed land-based 
missiles in their underground 
silos may become vulnerable to 
the large missiles being 
developed by the Soviet Union 
with multiple warheads known 
asMTRVs. 


The concept, however, also is 


being pushed partly for political 
reasons at this point as a 
"bargaining chip" in an attempt 
to get the Soviet Union to, agree 
on a halt to development of 
mobile intercontinental missiles. 


A Pentagon spokesman oaid it 


was coincidental that the test 
firing should have come on the 
day Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger arrived in Moscow to 
resume discussions with Soviet 
leaders on future limitations on 
strategic arms. He said the test 
program, which has involved the 
dropping of a series of large 
objects, had been under way for 
two months and said Thursday's 
test firing was scheduled in 
September. 


It is known, however, that 


both Kissinger and the Defense 
Department have been pushing 
the test program to impress 
upon the Russians that the 
United States is prepared to 
match them in development of 
mobile intercontinental missiles. 
It is also likely that the funds to 
start development of a mobile , 
ICMB will be specifically ' 
requested in next year's military 
budget. 


Because of Soviet objections, 


there was no agreement on a ban 
of mobile strategic missiles in 
the 1972 interim agreement 
limiting offensie weapons. The 
issue was put over to subsequent 
negotiations, but at the time the 
United States issued a unilateral 
interpretation stating that it 
would view deployment of land- 
mobile ICBMs during the five- 
year duration of the agreement 
as being "inconsistent with the 
objectives" of the agreement. 


The agreement did not 


preclude development of mobile 
missiles, and during the last year 
the Soviet Union, according to 
the Pentagon, has periodically 
test-fired a mobile missile.

To 
purchase tickets for reserved 
seats at the old rate, however, 
reservations must be made 
before Sunday. 


As a general rule, fare in- 


creases would be approximately 
10% on most routes.

Accommodation charges on 


sleeping cars, slumbercoaches 
and parlor cars would not be in- 
creased although the underlying 
rail fare would be increased. 


Family fare plans would be in- 


creased an average of 12% for 
accompanying family members, 
but Saturday will be added as a 
fifth day during which the family 
fare can be used. Presently fami- 
ly fare plans are available for 
travel only Monday-Thursday.

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Senior Kremlin Woman Dies 


MOSCOW (AP) - Yekaterina 


Furtseva, the Soviet culture 
minister who slapped down "the 
sexual direction the ballet has 
taken" and for 14 years kept the 
arts on the party track, died of a 
heart attack Friday. She was 63 
and the senior woman in the 
Kremlin hierarchy. 
. Last spring she was accused of 
using her post to buy materials 
at wholesale prices to build a 
$170,000 country house, and was 
dropped from parliament as a 
result. 


But she still retained her 


positions on the Council of 
Ministers and the Communist 
party Central Committee. She 
was a member of the Politburo, 
the most powerful body in the 
country, from 1957 to 1961. 


Mrs. Furtseva, who leaves her 


husband and a daughter, was the 
second Soviet personality to die 
this week. On Thursday, violinist 
David Oistrakh died in Amster- 
dam. 


Mrs. Furtseva, who scorned 


makeup and pretty clothes and 
usually tied her hair in a bun, 
was uncommonly accessible to 
the Western press and

sometimes exchanged banter at 
news conferences. 


But as a survivor of the Stalin 


years, Mrs. Furtseva masked a 
tough political savvy behind her 
smile and sparkling eyes and 
stridently voiced party line 
regarding the arts. 


In 1968, she declared an up- 


coming ballet competition would 
be held along realistic lines, with 
abstract dancing banned. 


"And we do not share the opi- 


nion of some ballet lovers who 


approve of the sexual direction 
ballet has taken," she added. 
"When you see sexual figures on 
the stage, it is unpleasant..." 


Igor Moiseyev, the competi- 


tion chairman, interrupted with 
a roar: "Sex is not abstract." 


Mrs. Furtseva glared and 


retorted: "I don't entirely agree 
with you. That's a bad joke." 


Official biographies say she 


was born in a textile worker's 
family in a small town outside 
Moscow and became a Com- 
munist party member at the.age 
of 20. She graduated from 
Moscow's 
Institute'of 


Technology and higher party 
school, then worked her way up 
the ladder in district party 
organizations. 
• 


Her rise took a sharp upward 


' turn after Stalin's, death. A can- 
didate member of the Central 
Committee at the time, she .was 
appointed head of the Moscow 
party organization in 1954, the 
same post ISikita Khrushchev 
had used as a springboard to 
power.

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Frustration Understandable 


The frustration and declining hope of 


the American people relative to the 
national economy is not hard to unders- 
tand, because the solution to it all 
seems an impossible thing to find. The 
harsh reality is that the system just doesn't 
always work right. 


Take the case of Great Western United 


Corp., the sugar giant whose profits went 
up a ridiculous 1,200 percent in its last 
quarter of operation. Granted, this was 
done with a doubling of sales but that does 
little to take the sting out of the thing. 


Appearing in Lincoln this week, con- 


sumer advocate Ralph Nader noted, among 
other things, that the oil industry paid an 
average tax of 6 percent last year. 


No doubt, there are many other facets 


of both of these statistics that would merit 
our consideration in making any final judg- 
ment on the equity of the situation. We do 
not intend, however, to make any final 
judgment. 


We would simply suggest that such 


situations, even though they may well be 
tempered by additional facts, leave a sour 


taste in the mouth of many people. Certain* 
ly, it is no secret that the sugar industry has 
been making windfall profits this year, 
whatever the details of their operation 
might be. 


Such, of course, is a part of the poten- 


tial of our free enterprise, as is the distinct 
possibility of losing your shirt in business. 
As the statistics also show, new business 
ventures run a high bankrupcy risk. 


But it is the extremes of the system 


that breed discontent and it is unfortunate 
that such extremes cannot somehow be 
leveled off a little. One does not have to 
take issue with the free enterprise system 
to find fault with its excesses. 


In finding such fault, the purpose is to 


direct the thinking of people toward the 
finding of possible solutions. It is folly to 
take the attitude tlu.t the system is so 
sacred that it cannot be touched. 


The better course of action is to 


recognize and preserve the system's values 
while trying to at least mitigate its short- 
comings. Admittedly, that is no easy job 
but the effort is one that the nation ought 
to make.

On Sept. 10th or thereabouts, an ap- 


parent shortage of some $5,400 was un- 
covered in the motor vehicles division of 
the Lancaster County Treasurer's office. 
Police and the county attorney's office 
looked into the matter when it was 
reported and the alleged shortage is now 
under study by a team from the State 
Auditing Department. 


County Treasurer Frank Golden has 


removed Darrell Blank, motor vehicles 
division chief, from the payroll. No charges 
have been filed in connection with the 
alleged shortage pending.a report from the 
state.auditor. 


Decisions and explanations by the 


authorities regarding the apparent shortage 
of funds should be offered quickly, for a 
couple of important reasons. 


One, Golden, a Democrat, is headed 


for a Nov. 5 election showdown with 
Republican challenger Dwayne Wegner. 


About the only legitimate issue on 


which the election could be decided, 
barring the offering of substantiating 
evidence by either party, is Wegner's asser- 
tion that Golden has not complied exactly 
with the law in depositing public funds to 
banks in Lancaster County. Golden 
counters with the declaration that he has 
kept more of the county's money working 
longer and with better results than ever 
before. Both raise good points. 


There have been other charges — 


LAVERNA HASSLER 


leveled respectively by Wegner and County 
Commissioner Bob Colin — accusing 
Golden of discriminatory hiring practices 
in the treasurer's office and of allowing 
certain persons or businesses to pick up 
motor vehicle license plates prior to paying 
the taxes and fees, a practice which Golden 
denies. 


These charges may or may not be well- 


founded, but lacking substantiating proof, 
they should be regarded as grist for the 
rumor mill only. 


In The Star's opinion, the major issue 


in the race could revolve around the 
alleged shortage of funds and that is why 
the auditor's report would be timely. The 
report could help to explain whether or not 
Golden runs a tight ship. It might absolve 
,him of any indirect blame in the incident, 
or it could suggest that bookkeeping prac- 
tices — for which he is accountable — are 
not what they should be. The fact that the 
air has not been cleared in this matter is 
unfair to at least one of the candidates and 
it leaves the voters without much of a basis 
to choose. 


And the election aside, it seems in- 


credible that more than six weeks can go by 
without an explanation of what happened 
to $5,400 of the public's money. Is any 
money missing, and if so, where did it go 
and under what circumstances? Responsi- 
ble officials should let the story out, and 
quick.

NEW YORK - President Ford has the 


Democrats in a flap over his suggestion that if 
too many of them are elected to Congress next 
month, "peace could be in jeopardy." But this 
is only a new version of the familiar Republican 
charge that the Democrats are the war party; it 
is, in fact, the least of Ford's transgressions in 
the fall campaign — most of which have been 
against himself. 


What is he doing, anyway, at all those 


rubber-chicken dinners, listening to high school 
bands and humdrum political oratory before 
making his own contributions to the latter? 
American history and Ford's particular situa- 
tion argue heavily against the kind of campaign 
effort he has undertaken. 


It is a well-known fact of political life that 


outside campaigners can rarely turn around 
local elections, overcome the force of local 
issues and personalities, or make people forget 
major national questions — inflation and un- 
employment for instance. Outside campaigners 
— particularly presidents — can sometimes at- 
tract interest to a campaign and help get out the 
vote. But even that does not have much effect 
unless a race is close; sometimes, moreover, a 
glamorous visitor drawing attention to a cam- 
paign gets out the vote as much for a candidate 
he opposes as for one he supports. 


President Kennedy, campaigning widely at 


mid-term in 1962, managed at best — and with 
the aid of the Cuban missile crisis that fan — to 
hold onto his party's relatively narrow con- 
gressional majority. Lyndon Johnson, overtly 
campaigning hardly at all in 1986, saw the 
Democrats lose heavily — but they almost sure- 
ly would have anyway because so many had won 
basically Republican congressional seats in the 
1964 landslide. Richard Nixon and Spiro Agnew, 
in an extensive 1978 campaign, may well have 
hurt their party's mid-term chances, and cer- 


- tainly achieved no more than minimal gains. 


Ford has no majority to defend, no hope of 


gaining one, and not many races close enough _ 
for his effort to be decisive. As the pardoner of 
Richard Nixon and the prime manager of the 
national economy, he cannot do much to 
counter the major issues damaging his party — 
Watergate and inflation. If apathy is part of a 
public reaction against politics-as-usual, he is 
not likely to dispel it by playing politics-as-_r 
JAMES RESIGN 


usual. And one of the major themes he has been 
sounding — save the Republican Party and the 
two-party system — is basically defeatist and of 
little help to Republicans like, say, Gov. 
Malcolm Wilson of New York, who are trying to 
project an image of increasing strength and con- 
fidence. 


Besides, is it all that important? Many of 


the new Democrats who may be elected to the 
House, particularly from the south and the 
west, are not free-spending liberals; many, in 
fact, will be indistinguishable in then- views 
from the Republicans and Democrats they wiU 
replace. The Democrats have no national 
program, no recognized national leader, art 
moderate-to-conservative congressional 
leadership. There simply is not much chance 
that a runaway Democratic Congress will seize 
the initiative from an incumbent Republican 
president and dash the country off to in- 
flationary ruin. 


As for Ford himself, conventional political 


analysis suggests that, if he is set upon winning 
his own term and imposing his own leadership- 
upon the country, he should have (a) dis- 
associated himself more than he has from the 
discredited Nixon administration, and (b) im- 
mediately moved to show himself as a national 
leader of broad outlook rather than as a narrow- 
ly partisan leader of a minority party. 


Instead, the pardon and the reluctance 


Ford has shown to part with the Nixon 
koldovers in the government' make him appear 
more and more a lineal descendant — "son of 
Nixon administration," as Hollywood might 
cast him. His highly publicized fall campaign 
with its partisan rhetoric — recently becoming 
high-pitched — makes him sound more and 
more like a small-bore Republican wheelborse. 


Ford has defended his political campaign 


!>y saying it's more useful for him to listen to the 
people than to be in seclusion in his oval office. 
As a general proposition that may well be true; 
but Americans are a broader art more varied 
people than those who biy tickets to 
Republican Party dinners. It's a safe bet that for 
the most part, they'd tell Gerald Ford, if they 
could, that they don't consider this year's elec- 
tions anywhere near as important as inflation, 
unemployment and the energy crisis.

Morgan said tlfc AQttl is con- 


cerned with protecting-the Bill

The ACLU, last founded in 


post World War I days, is hoping 
to lead the country toward more 
trust in the constitutional system 
of government, Morgan said, 
and "to make the American' 
dream come alive."

The concert was made possible 
in part by the cooperation of the 
Lincoln Friends of Chamber 
Music and through grants from a 
local patron of the arts and joint 
support of the National Endow- 
ment for the Arts and the 
Nebraska Arts Council. 


The members of the quartet — 


Donald Weilerstein and Peter 
Salaff. violin; Martha Strongin 
Katz, viola and Paul Katz, cello 
— are all established artists on 
their instruments and have now 
combined their talents and ef- 
forts into a quartet that must be 
ranked among the very best. 


The players perform the music 


with a great variety of combined 
and individual styles to where 


i the slow, delicate passages were 


handled with great loving care 
while the more powerful sec- 
tions employed" vigorous 
physical body movements to 
help outline sharp, decisive at- 
tacks and precise releases. Each 
member was also completely 
aware of the other three players 
that helped provide a sensitivity 
to the score that is rarely 
achieved. 


Three works were performed: 


Adagio and Fugue in C minor by 
Mozart, The F major, op. 135 of 
Beethoven and the A minor 
quartet, op. 51. no. 2 by Brahms. 
The last two compositions have 
to be regarded as two pearls in 
the diadem of chamber music. 


The F major is Beethoven's 


last quartet and was completed 
in 1826. It is-a short work, sup- 
posedly short bec-ause 
Beethoven's, fee was reduced, 
hence he. shortened 4he work 
also. It also bears the cryptic in- 
scription: Muss es sein? Es muss 
sein. (Must it be? It must be.) 
The musical motifs to this are 
found in the first three notes of 
the grave and allegro sections of 
the fourth movement. This en- 
tire work anticipates the future 
with the- utilization of short 
motifs that resemble the. music 
of Sibelius, a scherzo movement 
famous for the."3, Blind^Mice'" 
motif and the beautiful Lento 
third movement' with the com- 
plex theme and' variations 'ifiat 
were far beyond the understan- 
ding of his contemporaries. 


The Cleveland Quartet 


presented a solid interpretation ' 
of the entire work and the slow 
movement was especially 
exquisite with the long, legato 
phrases maryelously in-tune and 
the four variations, spjielicately 
subtle In "their changes.' ' , . 


The Brahms quartet is no "run 


of the mill" piece, either. It is 
Brahms at his best, with various 
cross-rhythms, metrical distor- 
tions3 , thematic 
imitations, 


extension of motifs and an 
almost Schubertian use of lovely 
melodies. The first movement, 
Allegro non troppo, has to be 
one of his best achievements. 


Finally, after attending this 


concert one must have the 
highest regard for these four 
musicians. They are truly 
serious, talented and dedicated 
artists and they, also represent a 
"new breed" where they can 
relate to music not only through 
their instruments but also ver- 
bally. 


Any of those fortunate enough 


to attend their workshops, mini- 
concerts or dialogues presented 
in the Lincoln schools and on the 
University campus during the 
past three days will agree they 
are .personable, bright and 
exciting people both with. and 
without their, instruments.

This year instead of buying Halloween 


costumes which will be too small next year, why 
not combine your creative talents with those of 
your children and design ghoulish and fairy tale 
costumes at little or no expense? 


Old sheets and pillowcases are ideal for 


making Halloween costumes, according to 
Lorene Bartos of the Lancaster County Exten- 
sion Office. 


"When using pillowcases, you can cut holes 


in the top and sides for the head and arms," she 
said. "You can adjust the shoulder size by 
drawing the excess fabric through curtain rings, 
baggie twists, string or yarn." 


Mrs. Cartos added that if caution is used — 


and a hole is cut for the head and arms — plastic 
garbage bags "make excellent bats. 


"Just be sure that the hem is off the 


ground, so that the children won't trip on them. 
Also, use colors that can be seen in the dark, 
such as white, light colors or flourescent paint." 


In addition, Mrs. Bartos stressed the impor- 


tance of inflammable homemade costumes and 
offered this recipe to fire-proof the clothing 
items. 


Mix three ounces of boric acid, seven 


ounces of borax and two quarts of water. 
Saturate the fabric or material and allow it to 
drip-dry. The material will resist fire until it is 
washed or wet, she said. 


She also suggested several household items 


for the construction of masks. • 


There is the old paper bag trick with,a new 


twist. First the bag is adjusted to fit the child by 
cutting indentations in the sides so that the bag 
will rest comfortably on the shoulders. Next eye 
holes are cut large enough to ensure full vision, 
in addition to nose and mouth holes. 


The face can of course be drawn on the bag 


with crayons or tempera paint; or a light- 
weight, cardboard mask, decorated with paint, 
construction paper or egg cartons, can be glued 
to the front of the bag. 


Also, large plastic bottles — thoroughly 


washed — can be decorated with gummed 
paper, spray paint, pipe cleaners and self- 
adhesive plastics. 


Wide panels of crepe paper, too, can serve 


as temporary vests or costumes, as well as old 
clothing items, which can be patched, dyed, and 
altered. 


"I like makeup more than masks," said 


Marie Muffley, instructor of makeup classes at 
the Lincoln Community Playhouse, "because 
masks are dangerous. 


"I preach using makeup, but I also teach 


caution. No makeup is worth losing an eye. 


"A mother can do just about anything with 


the ... things she has at home," she said, ad- 
ding that the kitchen is a reservoir of makeup 
ingredients. 


"If- you need a brown-colored makeup, mix 


cocoa with a regular talcum powder," she said. 
''Activated charcoal mixed with powder is good 
for hobo makeup. 


"The clowns use a talcum powder mixed 


with cornstarch, which gives them the Dresden 
china look." 


Mrs. Muffley also suggested the use of 


tubes of white base, .tine oxide mixed with baby 
oil. And by mixing the concoction with food 
coloring, the novice can produce any color of 
makeup he desires.

"You can use anything non-toxic, but if you 


are using a metallic paint for makeup, you 
shouldn't be in it more than an hour/' she 
warned.

"You know, the first tin man in the 


"Wizard Of Oz" died because he was m his 
metallic makeup "too long. He smothered 
because his pores couldn't breathe," she 
expjained. 


Even if you have an old, "dilapidated" 


mask lying around the house, don't throw it 
away, Mrs. Muffley advised. "The nose can be 
cut out and applied to the face with adhesive. 
You can finish up with makeup." 


"Save all your old wigs and hose," she 


added. "Hose make awfully good wigs. 


"Also, sequins, can be applied to the face 


with medical adhesive. I recommend Duo 
adhesive, because it is not as detrimental as 
others if you follow the directions." 


For safety's sake, Mrs. Muffley emphasized 


that cold cream or baby oil are best for 
removing makeup. 


"Some people have tried using mineral oil, 


which is a coal tar product and I've heard of one 
case where it caused the loss of an eye." she 
continued. 


And, in the case of a blemish on the face, 


always cover it with a medicated substance 
before applying makeup, she said, because the 
makeup could cause infection. 


Fat Babies Often Turn Into Fat Adults

Fat babies with their double 


chins and rolls of chub may be a 
beautiful sight to mothers and 
grandmas, but scientists are now 
realizing that fatness in a baby is 
not desireable, said Dr. Hazel M. 
Fox. professor of food and nutri- 
tion at the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln. 


Fat babies, ,cajoled into 


draining the last ounce from the 
bottle and stuffed with 
Blueberry Buckle or Dutch App- 
ly baby food desserts are more 
likely to grow up into fat adults. 
"The more food you eat the 
more fat cells you get. and once 


you've gotten 'em, you've got 
them for life,'' Dr.' Fox said 
during a Friday workshop on 
food at the Nebraska Fall 
Institute of Social Work and 
Human Services. 


Dr. Fox dispelled some myths 


about babies and feeding. 


—Cereal does not help an in- 


fant sleep through the night. 


—Babies up to three and four 


months of age can get all the 
nutrients they need from milk, 
and there is no need for 
supplemental cereal or 
babyfood. 


Mothers, particularly mothers 


who bottle feed tend to teach 
their children to overeat, 


because mothers get "a lot of 
satisfaction from feeding their 
child well," said Dr. Fox. 


Learning proper eating habits 


as a small child is important, 
said Dr. Fry. Young children 
need to be introduced to a varie- 
ty of foods. They need to acquire 
different tastes; they need to 
learn not to eat too much and 
they should not become depen- 
dent on sweets, she said. 


Some young mothers of the 


pop and snack generation are 
also filling their children's 
stomachs with what Dr. Fox 
terms "junk food" — food high 
in calories and low in other 
nutrients.

Parents also have an un- 


realistic idea of how much a 
toddler can eat. 


In fact, according to Dr. Fox, 


adult Americans too have un- 
realistic ideas about how much 
food they need. 


"Our problems in this country 


are of over nutrition rather than 
under nutrition," she said. 


Even the daily caloric intake 


recommendations are often 
higher than Americans need. 


"Two thousand calories is cer- 


tainly too many for women and 
1,800 may be too many," said 
Dr. Fox. 


Good nutrition does not 


always mean exactly following 
the basic four food chart, accor- 
ding to Dr. Fox. Good food 
nutrition can be built around in- 
dividual and family habits and 
around ethnic diets. 


"We have a tendency to say — 


'do what I do and you'll be all 
right."

Vote Might Not End Battle 
Over State Aid To Schools 


No. 300 


Q Against

Even after the referendum ballots on the 


historic state school aid law are counted on 
Nov. 5, voters might not have the last word 
on approving or repealing LB772. 


A vote for referendum Measure No 300 


will allow LB772 to stand and that will 
require greater state sharing in the cost of 
public elementary and secondary education 
A vote against Measure 300 will retain the 
present basis of determining state financial 
support to schools. 


The bill, which eaualizes state and local 


tax support for schools, was embroiled in 
controversy and debate even before the 
Legislature overrode the governor's veto of 
LB772 on March 26. 


In the seven ensuing months, LB772 has 


followed a stormy path that leads Monday to 
oral arguments before the Nebraska 
Supreme Court. 


Suit Filed 


The Nebraska State School Boards 


Association (NSSBA) and its president, 
Leonard Lawrence of Bellevue, filed a suit 
seeking to prevent Secretary of State Allen 
Beermann from placing LB772 on the 
general election ballot. 


The NSSBA argued that LB772 is an ap- 


propriations measure, upon which the State 
Constitution bars a popular vote. Lancaster 
District Court disagreed, ruling LB772 is not 
an appropriations law, and may be reviewed 
by the people. 


It is uncertain if the Supreme Court will 


decide on the NSSBA appeal before Nov. 5. 
The State Justice Department told the high 


court allowing a vote on LB772 has nothing 
to do with continued free education; 
proponents of LB772 have claimed nullifies* 
tion of the law will harm schools. 


Beermann said last month that if the dis- 


trict court ruling is reversed — even after the 
election - the votes on Measure 300 could 
be left uncounted, not certified, or thrown 
out, depending on how close it is to the elec- 
tion when the decision comes. 


To $156 Million 


LB772, the Public School Support Act of 


1974, has been called the Legislature's most 
historic act of the decade. It will increase 
state aid to schools from the current $5 
million a year to $156,205,344 by 1976-77. • 


When the bill is fully funded, the state will 


be paying half the $300 million needed to 
operate public schools, whereas it now pays 
15%. Property tax revenues currently supply 
about 70%. 


LB772 was designed to decrease property 


tax revenues to a point equal to the sales and 
income taxes. To accomplish that, the sales 
tax rate will rise from 2 
J/2% to 3%% on Jan. 


1, and the personal income tax rate will 
climb from the current 11% to 15% or 16%. 


LB772 found its way into law by the barest 


margin, when 30 state senators finally dis- 
agreed with Gov. J. James Exon, who vetoed 
four state school aid bills in four years. Exon 
argued LB772 would shift the tax burden 
onto middle and low income people who pay 
sales and income taxes, that renters wouldn't 
benefit, and that local schools' control would 
be eroded. 


For Waverly Sen. Jerome Warner, the 


chief author of LB772, the bill's passage 
represents 11 years of legislative efforts to 
increase UK state's share in financing public 
education, to reduce property taxes and 
equalize educational opportunity 
for 


children. 


Argue Agiiart 


Chappell Sen. Ramey Whitney, who with 


Omaha Sen. David Stahmer led the petition 
drive to place LB772 on the ballot, argued 
the law fails to equalize the three-part tax 
base or guarantee property tax reduction. He 
also said school boards will lose local con- 
trol. 


During 1974-75, the present 1967 state aid 


law stays in effect, even if voters retain 
LB772. Then in 1975-76, LB772 will go par- 
tially into effect: It will provide one-fourth 
of school operating costs, and the section 
providing aid to districts with abnormal 
enrollment changes will go into effect. 


In 1976-77, the present school aid law will 


be repealed, and LB772 will provide 50% of 
the costs to operate the schools. All special 
aid sections will go into effect. 


Opponents of the bill in providing informa- 


tion on its provisions have promoted an 
emotionally charged statewide debate. Sen. 
Warner and other promponents have ad- 
mitted attaining exact equalization of taxa- 
tion and educational opportunity is difficult, 
but said LB772 is the best school aid law 
achievable. 


If the Supreme Court allows Measure 


300' to stand on the Nov. 5 ballot, it will be 
the first referendum vote in the state since 
1966, when the voters repealed the 1965 state 
income tax law. 


Those Favoring more state school aid say: 


—Instead of providing dollar 


figures, the bill sets up a formula that 
will keep pace with inflation and 
higher costs, and respond to changing 
education needs. 


—It allows for differences in school 


district wealth, indicated by property 
values. Spending per pupil now ranges 
from $500 per pupil in some districts 
to more than $2,000 m others. 


Districts with high property values 


can spend large amounts per pupil 
with a low mill levy, while districts 
with low property values must set high 
mill levies to meet minimum spending 
for each child. 


—It reduces the unfair reliance 


primarily on one tax to finance 
schools. The property tax now 
provides about $210 million of the $300 
million total school costs. 


—Appraisals of property are unfair 


because they are inconsistent among 
Nebraska's 93 counties. The property 
tax extends to buildings as well as 
land, thus affecting residential 
homeowners in addition to farmers. 


—The tax base will be broadened 


under LB772, making the property tax 
share equally with the sales and in- 
come taxes in a special fund to sup- 
port education. 


—LB772 equalizes school mill levies 


comparably across the state to insure 


minimum spending on each student. 


—The law allows local districts to 


spend more than the minimum level, 
if voters in the district approve 
exceeding state spending limits. It also 
puts few controls on what local boards 
may decide, and allows them to set 
their own spending priorities. 


—It is a compromise bill treating all 


sections of the state fairly. Every dis- 
trict is guaranteed foundation aid. 
Special aid is allowed for districts that 
need it, while there is no hardship aid- 
under the current law. 


—It allows school districts to choose 


plans and programs without having to 
rely solely on local district wealth to 
finance them.

Those opposing more state school aid say: 


—The promised property tax relief 


will not occur because no limit is 
placed on local school mill levies; 
moreover, districts have no assurance 
that other tax increases won't absorb 
any tax savings allowed under LB772. 


—To finance the bill — during an in- 


flationary period — the state sales tax 
must be increased by 40% (meaning 
by one point, to 3V4%), and the state 
income tax by 36% (which means 
3.96%, to at least 14.96%). 


—Large corporations and those with 


large land holdings will benefit the 
most from LB772, while renters, the 
elderly and people on fixed incomes 


will be hurt the most by the tax shift. 


—The distribution formula in LB772 


is unfair, giving some rich districts 
less than $200 per pupil while giving 
poorer districts more than $600 per 
pupil. 


—LB772 will not equalize property 


taxes because some districts will still 
have to levy a tax twice as great as 
other school districts. 


—To get equalization aid under 


LB772, some school districts will levy 
the qualifying levy and build up huge 
surpluses they cannot spend. 


—The bill erodes local control, 


because anytime substantial financial 


support comes from the state, state 
control follows. 


—County assessors will be induced 


to compete to keep assessed values on 
property low, because the lower the 
values, the greater the state aid to 
their schools under LB772. 


—LB772 eliminates state aid incen- 


tive payments, based on the education 
level of district teachers. Districts now 
get $350 for each instructor with a doc- 
torate degree, $250 for each instructor 
with a masters,,$150 for each with a 
bachelors degree, and 20 cents per stu- 
dent for each hour attending summer 
school.

Washington — The Justice Department's ten- • 


tative decision to give the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation power to control the flow of 
criminal information among the states has 
brought an angry response from Sen. Roman L. 
Hruska, R-Neb., ranking Republican on the 
Senate Judiciary committee. 


Aides to Hruska said he did not learn until 


Thursday — by way of news reports read to him 
while he was out campaigning — of the tentative 
decision made more than three weeks ago. 


Deputy Atty. Gen. Laurence H. Silberman 


•wrote on Oct. 1 to FBI Director Clarence M. 
Kelley and said: "On the basis of the searching 
analysis which has been given this matter, it is 
deemed appropriate for the FBI to engage in 
limited message-switching ..." 


Prepare Plan 


Before beginning the switching operation, 


Silberman said, the bureau should prepare a plan 
describing how it would be done and have it ap- 
proved by him. 


In a message to Atty. Gen. William B. Saxbe, 


Hruska complained that he had, in three previous 
letters, urged the department to make no decision 
on the controversial message-switching issue until 
Congress has had a chance to act on legislation 
that could affect the operation. 


His most recent letter to Saxbe, he said, was 


on Oct. 16. Although that was more than two 
weeks after Silberman's letter had gone to Kelley, 


Hruska had not been informed of the tentative 
decision. So far, the department has not 
responded to that earlier letter. 


The Silberman letter was released publicly 


earlier this week after John M. Eger, acting direc- 
tor of the White House Office of Telecom- 
munications Policy, got hold of a copy and wrote 
to Saxbe saying he was "surprised and dismayed" 
by Silberman's letter. 


Advised By Phone 


A Justice Department spokesman said 


Hruska's office had been advised by phone 
Thursday that there had been no change in the 
department's policy and that a detailed response 
to his requests for information was being 
prepared. 


"We want to stress that the purpose of the 


letter to the FBI was to request them to prepare a 
plan for the deputy and that there was no authori- 
ty to implement the plan," the spokesman said. 


Before any change is made, the spokesman 


said, there will be'full discussion with all of those 
involved, including staff members of con- 
gressional committees and Eger's office. 


The FBI has proposed that it run requests for 


information" from the states through its com- 
puterized criminal history index and then connect 
up the state that wants information with the one 
that has it. A similar service is now provided by 
the National Law Enforcement Telecom- 
munications System, operated by the states with 
financial help from the Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration.

Love For Antiques Becomes Rewarding Retirement Avocation

We usually assume that paren- 


tal guidance ceases when we are 
grown and left to our own 
devices. Yet frequently the seeds 
for our retirement pursuits are 
parents. Interests which 
fascinated Mom and Dad may 


fascinate us, in turn, when we 
are old. 


"My parents loved antiques, 


and so did my husband's folks," 
says Mrs. Lawrence Hurd of 
East Aurora, N.Y. "They ad- 
mired and collected beautiful 


old things so we grew up among 
antiques. 


"When we were younger we 


didn't care much about fur- 
niture, glassware, and bric-a- 
brac. But that parental interest 
in antiques must have rubbed off 
on us, because in our middle 


years we began noticing and ap- 
preciating old things. We found 
ourselves replacing modern 
pieces of furniture with antique 
pieces when we'd find them. 
And we talked about maybe 
some day running an antique 
shop. 


"The day came eventually 


when Larry retired as regional 
sates manager for a hardware 
firm. So we sold our home, 
bought another one with a bam 
in a better location, and opened 
a shop specializing in Shaker an- 
tiques." 


Mrs. Kurd went on to say they 


carry a variety of antiques, but 
focus much of their attention on 
furniture made by a religious 
group known as the Shakers 
between 1770 and 1870. 
Members of this sect frowned on 
ornamentation in any form, and 
the furniture they designed, 
which is simple and functional, 
yet graceful in design, is highly 
prized by collectors. The Kurds 
now have one of the outstanding 
Shaker collections in the nation. 


Is the shop as satisfying as 


they had expected? "It certainly 
is," said Mrs. Kurd. "Our first 


love is our three children and 11 
grandchildren. But next to them 
we love spending our time with 
antiques. Old furniture, silver, 
paintings, pewter, and objects of 
art radiate so much beauty. They 
also spur our interest in history. 
I love looking at an old piece of 
furniture and contemplating the 
great events in history it has 
lived through. 


"Another satisfaction is the 


contacts one makes with kindred 
souls. Every day we seem to 
meet someone new with whom 
we have much in common and 
from 
whom 
we learn 


something." 


Mrs. Kurd joined the conver- 


sation to say the chief problem is 
finding authentic antiques. 
"You've got to go out and hunt, 
attending antique shows and 
visiting homes where contents 
are being sold. Actually, an- 


tiques can be a very good invest- 
ment because there are only so 
many good pieces in existence. 
As the population expands the 
demand becomes greater and 
prices go higher. 


"It's not an easy field to learn 


and there's much to study. There 
are many reproductions around 
— and some are very good. But 
most antique collectors insist on 
authentic pieces — items which 
are genuinely old and definitely 
of the period. It takes years to 
learn to differentiate between 
the good and the commonplace 
— and even then you're not 
always right. 


"If folks have a real love for 


antiquity and are willing to 
study," Kurd concluded, "I 
don't know of an avocation that 
offers more potential for retire- 
ment satisfaction."

N'SELE, Zaire (AP) - Mu- 


hammad Ali plans to attack even 
before the first bell rings to open 
his 15-round fight against world 
heavyweight champion George 
Foreman Wednesday in 
Kinshasa. 


"I'm gonna say something to 


him, I can't tell you all," Ali said 
Friday. "But I'm gonna tell him 
something that's gonna scare 
hell out of him." 


Ah' said he would take his ver- 


bal shot when the two fighters 
meet in the center of the ring for 
instructions from the referee. 


"He's gonna try to stare me 


down," the former champion 
said while relaxing in his villa 
along the Zaire River. "But the 
stare don't scare me. You can't 
be afraid. 


"It's a matter of attitude and 


I've got the attitude to beat 
George Foreman," Ali contin- 
ued. "Brains will beat this man, 
not brute strength. It's gonna be 
two tall men matching wits and 
I'm smarter." 


While Ali says he is going to 


dance and jab, he also indicates 
he will fight an offensive fight. 


"Joe -Frazier takes all your 


shots," said Ali. "He don't mind 
taking them. But Foreman don't 
like to get hit. Watch him in 
training. He don't like to get 
hit" 


But can Ali stay away from 


Foreman's vaunted power for 15 
rounds? 


"I'm gonna get hit," Ali re- 


plied. "But I airf't gonna stand 
in a corner and let him hit me. 
I'll be moving. I don't have to be 
perfect for 15 rounds. Ain't no 
heavyweight in the world can 
follow me for 15 rounds." 


Ali was in an extremely re- 


laxed mood in the informal in- 
terview before he left to work 
out. Foreman also worked out, 
but did not talk. He held a news 
conference Thursday and is to 
hold another Saturday. 


Ali, as is his custom, regaled 


visiting reporters with his phi- 
losophy and then read to them a 
new, five-page poem he had 
written about the fight 


Two of the verses went: 
"I have a question for you. 


What's better than one punch? 
That's easy man, two. 


"You'll see the prettiest face 


in the boxing race." 


Ali said he has been doing bis 


road work at 3 a.m. to help 
prepare him for the fight 


"IH sleep Tuesday night and 


then get up about 1:30 Wednes- 
day morning and leave for the 
stadium about 2," he said. The 
stadium is about 45 minutes by 
car from N'Sefe. 


Foreman has said be has done 


nothing special to prepare for 
the unusual starting time and 
does not know yet how be wiD 
spend the day before the fight 


Foreman rules as 3-1 favorite 


to foil Ali s bid to regain the title 
he woo 10 years ago against Son- 
ny liston. 


"I make difficult situations 


easy," said Ali. "And this fight is 
gonna be easy." 


He then talked about a f 10-'

Compensation Program 
Estimated Cost $52,Ill 


A state program to compen- 


sate innocent victims of crimes 
for out-of-pocket 
expenses 


would cost Nebraska ap- 
proximately $52,000 for tbe first 
year, the State Crime Commis- 
sion was told Friday. 


That estimate raised the 


eyebrows of a number of com- 
mission members, including 
Omaha Chief of Police Richard 
R. Andersen, who expected it 
would cost 1200,000 or more. 


Michael J. Jackson of Omaha, 


a commission member, said he 
considers the estimate valid, 
saying he based it on comparable 
data gathered under a New York 
compensation law. 


Jackson noted a large portion 


of-that amount — 121,000 — 
would be needed to cover the 
cost of administering such a law. 


21 Awards Per.Vear 


Using the New York data, 


Jackson estimated 1,800 violent 
crimes in Nebraska per year 
would generate 72 claims for 
compensation and result in 21 
awards averaging $1,480 each. 


When asked why so few claims 


would be awarded, Jackson 
explained that only innocent vic- 
tims would be reimbursed. In 
other words, be said an injury 
resulting from a family argu- 
ment or an aggravated assault 
would not qualify. 


In addition, he said it would 


cover only medical expenses and 
lost wages, and it would not pay 
in the event tbe victim has suf- 
fident insurance to cover the in- 
juries. 


Crimes against property would 


not qualify for reimbursement, 
be said.

The Nebraska Medical 


Association and the Nebraska 
Center for Health Education at 
the University of Nebraska-

"If we have an obligation to 


rehabilitate criminals, I think we 
also have a duty to help their vic- 
tims," Jackson said. 


May Improve Relations 


Geoffrey Peters said such a 


law, administered in part 
through law enforcement of- 
ficers, would help improve 
community-police relations. 
Peters said the police would 
enhance their image of helping 
people through such a law. 


Andersen criticized the 


proposal, calling the estimated 
cost "unreasonable" and the 
qualifications for aid "so restric- 
tive that it's almost not worth 
doing." 


He also questioned tbe high 


cost of administration. 


As for police-community 


relations, he said they could be 
damaged by the law because so 
few victims of crime would be 
eligible. 


In other action, Michael 


Barmettler, president of Securi- 
ty International, outlined a 
group of private security firms' 
objections to a proposed draft of 
a law setting standards for 
private security guards. 


Barmettler said the firms do 


not object to regulation because, 
he said, "This is a fast-growing 
field and we recognize the 
problems." 


Badges Need For Morale 
Barmettler suggested the cost 


for licensing guards is too high 
and that the guards need to wear 
metallic badges for morale 
reasons. 


The proposed draft would ban 


metallic badges for security 
guards. 


"It would be a slap in the face 


to our guards to take their 
badges away," he said. "They 
put their lives on the line like 
public law enforcement officers, 
and they prevent the loss of life 
and property. 


"To take their badges away 


would demoralize them." 


A number of recent shooting 


incidents in Omaha prompted 
the commission to look into the 
training and qualifications of 
security guards. Nationally, 
there are an estimated 15 private 
security guards for each public 
law enforcement officer.

in deciding who will do well on 
work release. 


He noted that a run-away 


which occurred this week in- 
volved a man who had been in 
the Penitentiary for the past 14 
years. 


"We thought we took a careful 


look at him," he said. 


Parratt said he is "not a hard- 


line disciplinarian," but he said 
he would be the first one to 
reprimand an inmate for an in- 


fraction. "I try to look at both 
sides," he said. 


Became Guard In IISI 


A native of Concordia, Kan., 


Parratt joined the penal com- 
plex in 1956 as a guard and in 
1960 was promoted to food 
steward. He rose to correctional 
lieutenant in 1961 and in 1968 he 
was appointed correctional cap- 
tain. He served as director of 
prison industries until 1971 when 
Wolff named him deputy 
warden.

School. His salary will be ?17,350 
per year.

Her students in Kent, Wash., 


don't dabble in typical art forms, 
she said. Pointing to a wall 
behind the Nebraska teachers, 
covered with student art, Mrs. 
Miller explained that the posters 
are "a Cat Stevens record." 


To a blank response, she said 


her students listened to 
Stevens' song, noted contrasts 
in tones and rhythms, dissected 
the song into verses and 
choruses, and they drew what 
they heard.

If a child wants to know,

use wash-off paint to draw a 
whale, and "see how large it 
really is." 


That's one technique Follow 


Through project members from 
nine states decided they can use 
in drawing together different 
curriculum areas to "better 
meet the needs of all the 
children" in a class, Mrs.

As well as "including as many

,;, tion when state Sen. Terry Carpenter of Scottsbluff 


< resigned. There seems to be no one sending out 
feelers about the chances of running against him. 


AndnoonehMOtpreiMd public dteapproval of the 
way be is running things. 


The position of speaker wank to be up for 


grabs. Though some people fed the speaker is 
relatively powerless, others think a capable person 
could yield great power. The speaker presides over 
the body when the lieutenant governor is absent 
and has the authority to set out the order of 
business. In the past, senators have been hesitant 
to vote for a speaker who is likely to tell them to sit 
down and shut up. 


Speaker Richard Proud is not seeking re- 


election to the Unicameral. 


There are at least four names mentioned as 


possible candidates. The strongest indications 
come from Harold Simpson of Lincoln. He has run 
for the speaker's chair twice and lost. 


People mention the name of Jutes Burbach. 


He ran for speaker in 1971. Another name men- 
tioned is that of Leslie Stull. Stall's six years in the 
Unicameral and his reputation as a well-liked 
senator put him in line for a higher position than 
vice chairman of the Judiciary Committee. 


The fourth name mentioned for speaker is 


Herb Dull, the senator from Gothenburg. But there 
is also speculation that Duis might forego a shot at 


• the speakership to take the chairmanship of the 
Banking and Insurance Committee. 


The present chairman, Sen. Fred Carstens of 


Beatrice, is not seeking re-election. 


The Unicamenl's officers are elected one at a 


time on the first day the Unicameral meets. 


One election is held before the nominations are 


made for the next office. But by tradition, a senator 
does not seek high office and get a lower office as a 
conciliation prize. Traditionally, senators who push 
their race all the way to a floor vote and lose, lose 
everything. 


One of the most interesting fights could come 


for the chairmanship of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee. The chairman has a lot to say about how 
the state spends its money. 


Marvel Might Not Want It 


The present chairman, Richard Marvel of 


Hastings, is the Republican candidate for governor. 
If he loses his race for governor, he might not want 


the Appropriations Committee seat. If he loses bad- 
ly, he might not be able to get it. 


Terry Carpenter, a write-in candidate for the 


Unicameral, says he wants the Appropriations 
Committee. 
1 
If Carpenter and Marvel decided to fight it out, 


it could be one of the more interesting floor fights. 
If neither is in the Legislature or if neither wants 
the job, the committee could be completely up for 
grabs. 


The committee which has produced many of 


the major pieces of legislation in recent years, the 
Judiciary Committee, seems almost safely in the 
hands of Chairman Roland Luedtke, but he is up 
for re-election. 


Chambers Might Take Shot 


Though frequently agreeing, Luedtke has 


angered Sen. Ernest Chambers, especially when 
the Judiciary Committee refused to allow 
Chambers to investigate the legal profession. If 
Chambers is unsuccessful in his campaign for 
governor, he could take a shot at the Judiciary 
Committee. 


Chambers is not one who takes great pains to 


keep his fellow senators nappy. He could find 
himself unable to hold on to his job as chairman of 
the Government, Veterans and Military Affairs 
Committee. 


If Burbach runs for speaker, he might have to 


give up the chairmanship of the Revenue Com- 
mittee. The Revenue Committee is responsible for 
tax laws. Walter Epke of York is mentioned as a 
possible replacement for Burbach. But Epke is up 
for a relatively tough re-election fight. 


There are some men who seem to be looking 


for committee appointments, but are not saying 
much. In the forefront of the handshakers is Frank 
Lewis. He could be after the Health and Welfare 
Committee where Chairman Tom Kennedy of 
Newman Grove appears to be in trouble with his 
committee members. 


There are probably those who would deny the 


rumors and others who would claim that rumors 
about them running are prevalent.

Supreme Court should stand for 
retention in office on an at-large 
basis, the Legislature's 
Miscellaneous Subjects Com- 
mittee was told Friday. 


The Special State Committee 


on Supreme Court Judicial 
Districts said a constitutional 
amendment should be submitted 
to the voters in 1976. The com- 
mittee, chaired by Atty. Gen. 
Clarence A. H. Meyer, made its 
recommendation to the 
Nebraska State Bar Association, 
suggesting the association sup- 
port legislation that would set up 
the constitutional amendment 


"It is the position of the com- 


mittee that the procedure rec- 
ommended is in the best inter- 
ests of all the people of this 
state," and that in Supreme 
Court elections "the best quali- 
fied person should be selected,. 


regardless of his place of resi- 
dence..." 


The committee said the 


court's work is "statewide" in 
nature and not regional, and that 
"therefore the voters of the en- 
tire state should have the right to 
vote on the retention in office of 
each of the members of the 
court" 


The chief justice of the court 


now stands for retention before 
the entire state. The six judges 
are approved or rejected by dis- 
trict 


A judicial nominating com- 


mittee recommends possible 
appointments to Gov. J. James 
Exon when vacancies occur on 
the court 


A full term for a judge, or the 


chief justice is six years. At the 
end of that term voters decide 
whether he should be retained in 
office.

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FDA Soys All Lots Of Contaminated Baby Drug Recalled 


Propane Shortage Seen 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Th< 


Food and Drug Administration 
announced Friday the recall of 
all lots of a contaminated infant 
drug from U.S. and Puerto 
Rican hospitals. 


The FDA said bacteria found 


in Liquid Lytren Oral Electolyte 
Solution posed "immediate or 
long-range, life threatening" 
consequences to babies, 


although no injuries have been 
reported. 


The drug is fed to infants 


through disposable nurser 
bottles to prevent diarrhea, 
vomiting and dehydration. 


Originally, Mead Johnson & 


Co., Evansville, Ind., had 
recalled 3,726 one-quart cans of 
its lot SAD-07 from U.S. 
hospitals and Puerto Rican 


hospitals and phamudes. 


The FDA said the recall has 


been extended to all lots 
produced at the firm's Ontario 
Canada, plant. There was no ear- 
ly estimate of how many cans 
are being recalled. 


The FDA abo announced that 


it just recently learned that Cor- 
dis Corp., Miami, had recalled 
283 possibly defective cardiac 


pacemakers during the last year 
after four heart patients died. 


The firm told the FDA that 


the deaths were not caused by 
pacemaker malfunctions, though 
it conceded some pacemakers in- 
curred premature battery failure 
and changes in pacemaker rate._ 


Cordis notified the FDA last
